Order  No.  78. 

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage 
in  the  Fishing  Industry. 

rTlHE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
T  orders : — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expres¬ 
sion  “  fishing  industry  ”  means  the  work  of 
employees  engaged  in  the  washing,  preparing, 
preserving,  canning,  drying,  curing,  smoking, 
packing,  labelling,  and  reconditioning  of  con¬ 
tainers,  or  otherwise  adapting  for  sale  or  use 
or  for  shipment  any  kind  of  fish  or  shell-fish. 

2.  That  the  minimum  wage  in  the  fishing 
industry  for  every  employee  not  included  in 
any  other  Order  of  the  Board  (except  any 
employee  to  whom  a  permit  is  issued  under 
section  5  of  the  said  “  Female  Minimum  Wage 
Act,”  and  except  as  provided  by  sections  3  and 
4  hereof)  shall  be  thirty-three  cents  (33c.) 
per  hour. 

3.  (a.)  That  a  licence  shall  be  obtained  from 
the  Board  by  the  employer  to  employ  in  the 
fishing  industry  a  learner  of  any  age,  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  any  other  Order  of  the  Board,  at  the 
rate  fixed  by  subsection  ( b )  hereof. 

( b .)  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted 
from  time  to  time  under  section  5  of  the  said 
“Female  Minimum  Wage  Act”  and  to  the 
limitations  provided  by  section  6  of  the  said 
Act,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  4 
hereof,  the  minimum  wage  for  a  learner  of  any 
age  in  the  fishing  industry,  not  included  in  any 
other  Order  of  the  Board,  shall  be  twenty-eight 


cents  (28c.)  per  hour  for  the  first  two  hundred 
(200)  hours’  employment  in  the  fishing  in¬ 
dustry,  and,  thereafter,  as  provided  by  section 
2  hereof. 

4.  That  employees  engaged  in  heading  and 
filling  in  the  fishing  industry  shall  not  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  2,  3,  and  5 
hereof. 

5.  That  every  employee  in  the  fishing  in¬ 
dustry,  except  as  provided  by  section  4  hereof, 
called  for  employment  by  her  employer,  shall 
be  paid,  after  reporting  at  the  place  of  employ¬ 
ment,  according  to  the  rate  to  which  she  is 
entitled,  as  provided  by  sections  2  or  3  of  this 
Order. 

6.  That  no  employee  shall  be  employed  for 
more  than  ten  (10)  hours  in  any  day  nor  more 
than  forty-eight  (48)  hours  in  any  week,  ex¬ 
cept  when  a  permit  in  writing  has  been  granted 
by  the  Board. 

7.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as 
often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each  employee 
covered  by  this  Order  all  wages  and  salary 
earned  by  the  employee  up  to  a  day  not  more 
than  eight  (8)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  pay¬ 
ment.

“  (m.)  To  render  water  and  water-power 
available  for  use,  application,  and  distribution 
by  erecting  dams,  increasing  the  head  of  water 
in  any  existing  body  of  water,  or  extending  the 
area  thereof,  diverting  the  waters  of  any 
stream,  pond,  or  lake  into  any  other  channel  or 
channels,  laying  or  erecting  any  line  of  flume, 


pipe,  or  weir,  and  constructing  any  raceway, 
reservoir,  aqueduct,  weir,  wheel  building,  or 
other  erection  or  work  which  may  be  required 
in  connection  with  the  improvements  and  use 
of  the  said  water  or  water-power,  or  by  alter¬ 
ing,  renewing,  extending,  improving,  repairing, 
or  maintaining  any  such  works  or  any  part 
thereof : 

“(m.)  To  carry  on  the  business  of  an  elec¬ 
tric  light  company  in  all  its  branches,  and  in 
particular  to  construct  and  lay  down,  estab¬ 
lish,  fix,  and  carry  out  all  necessary  cables, 
wires,  lines,  accumulators,  lamps,  and  works, 
and  to  generate,  accumulate,  distribute,  sell, 
and  supply  electricity,  and  to  light  buildings, 
streets,  docks,  and  places,  both  public  and 
private : 

“(o.)  To  construct,  operate,  and  maintain 
electrical  works,  power-houses,  generating 
plant,  and  such  other  appliances  and  conveni¬ 
ences  as  are  necessary  and  proper  for  generat¬ 
ing  electricity  or  any  other  form  of  developed 
power,  and  for  transmitting  the  same  to  be 
used  by  the  Company,  or  other  persons  or  cor¬ 
porations  contracting  with  the  Company  there¬ 
for,  as  a  motive  power,  or  for  all  or  any  of  the 
purposes  to  which  electricity  or  electric  power 
derived  from  water  may  be  applied,  used,  or 
acquired : 

“(p.)  To  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise 
the  good-will,  trade-marks,  trade-names,  and 
all  other  rights  and  interests  in  or  pertaining 
to  any  business  whatever,  and  to  conduct,  con¬ 
trol,  and  manage  the  same,  and  to  assume, 
entirely  or  in  part,  the  payment  of  the  debts 
and  liabilities  of  any  person,  firm,  association, 
company,  or  corporation,  and  to  pay  for  the 
pi-operties,  assets,  and  rights  of  any  such  per¬ 
son,  firm,  association,  company,  or  corporation 
in  cash,  stock  of  this  Company,  or  with  its 
bonds,  or  with  the  stock  or  bonds  of  other 
companies,  corporations,  persons,  firms,  or 
associations,  or  with  other  property  or  other¬ 
wise: 

“  (q.)  To  apply  for  any  Act  of  Parliament  or 
Legislature  or  any  other  powers  or  authorities 
which  the  Company  may  consider  desirable  for 
carrying  out  its  objects,  or  to  oppose  any  pro¬ 
ceedings  or  applications  which  to  the  Company 
may  seem  calculated,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
interfere  with  or  prejudice  its  interests: 

“(r.)  To  carry  passengers,  goods,  and  wares 
of  every  kind  on  any  of  the  ships,  vessels,  air¬ 
craft,  cars,  wagons,  scows,  barges,  and  other 
conveyances  and  means  of  conveyance  of  the 
Company  between  such  places  as  the  Company 
may  from  time  to  time  determine,  and  to 
collect  money  for  fares  and  freight  for  the 
carriage  of  such  passengers  and  goods,  and  the 
doing  of  all  such  other  things  as  are  incidental 
or  conducive  to  the  attainment  of  the  objects 
of  the  Company: 

“(s.)  The  objects  set  forth  in  any  subclause 
of  this  clause  shall  not,  except  when  the  con¬ 
text  expressly  so  requires,  be  in  anywise  lim¬ 
ited  or  restricted  by  reference  to  or  inference 
from  the  terms  of  any  other  subclause,  or  by 
the  name  of  the  Company.  None  of  such  sub¬ 
clauses,  or  the  objects  therein  specified  or  the 
powers  thereby  conferred,  shall  be  deemed  sub¬ 
sidiary  or  auxiliary  merely  to  the  objects  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  first  subclause  of  this  clause,  but 
the  Company  shall  have  full  power  to  exercise 
all  or  any  of  the  powers  conferred  by  any  part 
of  this  clause  in  any  part  of  the  world,  and 
notwithstanding  that  the  business,  undertak¬ 
ing,  property,  or  acts  proposed  to  be  trans¬ 
acted,  acquired,  dealt  with,  or  performed  do 
not  fall  within  the  objects  of  the  first  subclause 
of  this  clause.”

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b .)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

( c .)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 


to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoter’s  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
era's,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7!4  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  immediately  before  the  first  reading. 
If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  com¬ 
panies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 
in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  are  payable  at  the  same  time. 
Further  particulars  can  be  had  on  application 
to  the  undersigned.
